PARIS, July 31.—Tusz TRIBUNE is 
reliably informed tonight that the,

The chamber of deputies tonight, 
by a vote of 295 to 188, with only two 
abstentions, agreed to the great na- 
tiédnal sacrifice in the form of the heav- 
jest supplementary fiscal: program vot- 
ed by any country in years. 

The chamber meekly agreed to a ban 
on all amendments and limitation of 
speech to five minutes. This virtually 
smothered the opposition and silenced 
talkative members of the majority. 
The vast taxation program was voted 
speedily. 

France ‘tonight has its budget bal- 
anced for the current year, With 2,500,- 
000,000 francs ($60,750,000) in new re- 
sources and 10,000,000,000 francs ($243,- 
000,000) in-new resources. assured in 
1927 by projected taxation. | 

Poincare Waves Whip.

Raise Interest on Bonds. 

By decree M. Poincare raised the in- 
terest on national defense bonds from 
5 to 6 per cent, at the same time in- 
creasing the @iscount rate of the Bank 
of France from 6 to 7 per cent. This 
o@ fell swoop is expected to encour- 
age the purchase of the defense bonds 
and check their sale.

Two days 
later Mr. Bregulitch left the city, He 
never saw the girl again. | 

Last spring he died at Milton, Ont,, 
and willed $20,000 each to the girl and 
a former friend, plus $5,000 to the 
latter on condition that he would spend 
it in finding the girl.

Today, 
irrespective of its precious associa- 
‘tions, it would bring fifteen times as 
‘much, Long after the death of his 
father Robert Lincoln gave the prop- 
erty to the state of Illinois with the 
stipulation that it be kept open to the 
public as & memorial, 

Here Mr. and Mrs. Lincoln came to 
live in 1844—eighteen months after 
their marriage—and this was their 
home until their departure for Wash- 
ington in 1861. Aftér the emanci- 
pator’s death tenants occupied the 
house for several years. 

Three years ago the city of Spring- 

field bought the property next d0ddr, 
tore down the house as a safeguard 
against fire, and gave the lot to the 
state. 
The homestead is of dignified aspect 
and manifestly it was built on honor. 
“The house,” said Mrs. Edwards 
Brown, “is all walnut.” 


Relic Lost in Chicago Fire. 

You will be a shade disappointed 
by the absence of many objects which 
you would expect to find in a house 
truly “lived in,’’ as the expression is, 
by a prosperous lawyer and his family 
for seventeen years. But the Lincolns 
had a sale when they left for Wash- 
ington, the Tildens buying a large 
proportion of the furnishings.

CHICAGO’S NEW VENTURE IN 
OPEN AIR PREACHING

Preaching in the open air is not new in Chicago. 
lor twenty years Dr. Ernest A. Bell has been 
preaching .on the streets and is now’ located 
rightly at Quincy and State streets.

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WHEN CHILDREN HAVE | 


ALBUMIN. 
HE fact that a child has albumin 
in the urine need not alarm the 
parents. It does not follow that 
the child has Bright's disease or is 
likely to have the trouble, or that it is 
in a serious condition or is Mable to be 
in any nearby time. Of children ready 
to start to school, and without any his- 
tory of kidney disease, about one in six- 
teen has albumin in the urine. Of chil- 
dren around 11 years old, more than 
one in four have that symptom Of chil- 
dren around 16 years of age considerably 


more than one-third are-in the group. 


If an over thorough‘ school inspector 
were to include a urine test in his exam- 
ination, he would create consternation 
among the parents of his school charges, 
were he to send the reports home without 
telling the parents that albuminuria in 
children does not always mean Bright's 
disease. | 


As between the sexes, girls have al- 
bumin in the urine almost half again as 
often as boys do. The causes of this 
symptom in children are several. Rapid 
growth is one; this is especially true 
about the time of puberty. It appears 
that the jjob of making the urine and 
the job of growing rapidly cannot both 
be carried on with perfection by the same 
kidney. When that organ is growing 
very rapidly it is apt to leak a little 
albumin. The standing posture is an- 
other cause. -Poor nutrition, anemia, 
skinniness, infected tonsils, bad teeth, 
form a third cause or groip of causes. 

Probably it i advisable for every child 
to have a yearly audit, and for a urin- 
alysis to be a part of the audit. If 
albumin be found at the time of the 
audit, the proper reaction is to find the 
cause, administer to that, but not to in- 
dulge in worries and fears. Albumin

of @ case, it does not seem like a pro- 
fessional performance. One hears no 
technical objections to the proceed- 
ings, and very little technical language. 
The skill of the participants is directed 
almost exclusively toward the result to 
be reached, and the details of the meth- 
od by which the trial or the hearing 
is conducted are given very slight at- 
tention. 

Obviously there is a right way to do 
things, which is followed almost un- 
consciously by the court and counsel. 
Things proceed with a frictionless 
rapidity and a vigorous directness 
which is fairly alarming to a conserva- 
tive disciple of the traditional common 
law procedure. Before one realizes 
that the case is fully under way, coun- 
sel anncunce that they rest, the jury 
is instructed so clearly and so natur- 
ally that one is astonished at the sim- 
plicity of the issues. Decisions are 
reached by the jury with the most 
businesslike promptness. 


Run on a Business Basis. 


The court seems like a commercial 
organization in which the participants 
bre devoting their undivided attention 
to the investigation, discussion, and de- 
cision Of a problem which they are 
there to solve. There is no lost time 
and no lost motion. Every step counts. 
It is a court conducted by highly 
trained lawyers in the manner of high- 
ly trained business executives. One 
can feel at every turn that the ideal 
before it is not regularity but effi- 
ciency. The public; not, the profes- 
sion, is obviously in ultimate control. 

The greatest weaknesses in the com- 
mon law system of procedure were the 
technical rules of pleading, the lack 
of special methods for dealing with spe- 
cial classes of cases, the want of an 
adequate system of disclosures before 
trial, the stilted, unnatural, and inef- 
fective methods of dealing with wit: 
nesses and juries, and the technical 
machinery for appellate review. It wifl 
perhapstbe profitable to take up each 
of these features and glance at the way 
in which England has dealt with the 
problems involved. | 

No Technical Rules on Pleading. 

There are practically no technftal 
rules left in the subject of pleading. 
All persons may join as plaintiffs in 
whom any right to relief is alleged to 
exist, whether jointly, severally or in 
the alternative, subject to the right of 
the court to order separate trials for 
one or more of them if deemed ex- 
pedient [Order 16, Rule 1]. The same 
freedom of joinder is allowed in the 


case of defendants, subject to the same 


right to order separate trials [Order 
16, Rules 4, 5]. : 
If an action is brought in the name 


of the wrong plaintiff, the right party 
may be substituted by leave of court 


(Order 16, Rule 12}. No action can be 
defeated by reason of misjoinder or 


nonjoinder of parties, but the court 


may deal with those before it as shall 
be just and may drop parties or add 
them at any stage of the proceedings 
[Order 16, rule 11]. | 

If a defendant claims contribution or 
indemnity over against any third per- 
son not a party to the action, he may 
have such third party brought in so 


as to obtain a judgment over against 
him without a separate action [Order 


16, Rules 48-55]. In case of the death, 
marriage, or bankruptcy of any party, 
or the happening of any other event 
causing a change or transmission in 
interest or liability, the proper party 
may be substituted or added and the 


action shall not abate [Order 17]. 


Pleadings Are Simplified. 

The pleadings themselves are de 
signed merely to give sufficient notice, 
and no technical objections can be 
raised to any pleading on the ground 
of want of form (order 19, rule 26). 
The court has prepared a large number 
of very short. and simple forms to be 
used as models, and the lawyers are 
charged with costs if their pleadings 
are more prolix than the official forms 
(order 19, rule 1). There are no de- 
murrers, but further and better plead- 
ings may be ordered at any time (order 
19, rule 7). Practically all causes of 
action may be joined, subject to. the 


trials (order 18, rule 1), and any mat- 
ters may be set up as counter claims, 
even though they involve the bringing 
in of additional! parties, subject to the 


same ht of separation for trial for- 
der 21, rules 10-12).. Amendments may 
be allowed of any kind, at any time, 
on order of the court, 


Pleading under these rules has cer- 
tainly lost its terrors, and it is hard 
to see how the merits of a case could 
ever be jeopardized by errors of the 
pleader. Indeed, the subject has be- 
come so simple and is treated so sen- 
sibly that during the twenty-three 
years from 1898 to 1920 Mews English 
Digest shows only eighty-five cases in 
the English reports dealing with the 
field of pleading and parties. 

Special Cases Are Segregated. 

The common law system of pro- 
cedure had an astonishing Want of 


flexibility in dealing with different 


classes of cases. It was based on the 
totally false assumption that all liti- 
gation should proceed along identical 
lines, irrespective of its particular na- 
ture, like a railroad system which 
should develop a single type of car to 
be used interchangeably for passen- 
gers, live stock, or freight, or a factory 
in which the same machinery would 
be employed to turn out automobiles, 
cotton cloth, and optical instruments. 

There are two classes of cases which 
should never go through the ordinary 
machinery of litigation. One class con- 
sists of those cases in which there is no 
bona fide issue to try which should 
result immediately in a summary judg- 
ment; the other consists of those cases 
in which a declaration of rights rather . 
than a judgment for relief is desired 
by the plaintif~. The English practice 
has successfully segregated both these 
classes and kept them off the regular 


Summary judgment procedure, in es- 
sence, is nothing but a process for the 
prompt collection of debts. It was

ewith rendered against him. 


. The burden is thus placed upon the 

debtor to satisfy the master, by con- 
vincing proofs, that he ought to be 
given the right to litigate the claim. 
No formal gesture, such as an affida- 
vit cf merits so often provided for in 
our summary judgment acts, will 
fice. The masters want solid aasur- 
ances, and sham defenses are ruth- 
lessly rejected. Under the skillful 
hands of the masters these cases are | 
disposed of very rapidly, five or ten 
minutes being usually enough. Very 
large judgments, running into thow- 
sands, or even millions of dollars, are 
constantly being rendered in this sum- 
mary way. 


Summary Judgments Relieve Dockets, 

The immense value of the practice is 
indicated by its wide use. In the year 
1923, for example, there were 6,773 
summary judzments rendered by the 
masters of the King’s Bench division, 
as compared with 1,546 judgments en- 
tered by the judges after trial of is- 
sues. That means that by this device 
the trial dockets were relieved of 89 
per cent of the cases which would 
otherwise have come before the courts 
for formal trial, and that claimants in 
all those cases got their judgements in 
as many days as it would have required 
months through ordinary litigation in 
the courts. 

Two American jurisdictions have 
adopted the English summary judg- 
ment practice. New Jersey did so in 
1912, when it completely revised it pro- 
cedure in accordance with the Eng- 
lish rules. New York did so in 1921. 
Perhaps because it was only one item 
in a large program of procedural re 
form, the constitutionality of the sum- 
mary judgment statute was not se 
riously assailed in New Jersey, but in 
New York, with true professional] hes- 
tility to change in legal practice, the 
summary judgment act was promptly 
required to run the constitutional 
gantiet on the ground that it in- 
vaded the right of trial by jury. Fee- 
tunately the attack failed. 


English System Growing in New York, 


The practice is being employed with 
rapidly increasing frequency in New 
York. It went into effect Oct. 1, 1921. 
In Manhattan county, 11 motions for 
summary Judgments were made during 
the remainder of that year; in 1922 
there were 174 such motions; in 1023 
there were 447, and in the year 1925 
about 700 [49 Am. Bar Assn. Rep, 588.) 

Every state'in this country urgently 
needs a device like the English sum- 
mary judgment rule, to avoid the 
fraudulent delays by which justice is 
denied te those whd only ask for what 
is admitted to be their due. In a land 
where time saving methods are as 
highly valued as in the United States, 
the lack of an adequate means for the 
prompt coll&tion of debts through je 
dicia! process is an inexcusable defeat. 


Declaration of Legal Rights. 


_ The other class of cases which the 
English segregate for special treat- 
ment, consists of application for decla- 
ration of lega] rights, without demand 
for other relief. They usually pre 
sent limited issues, often largely of law 
which can be disposed of in much less 
time than cases brought in the ordi- 
nary way. Most of these cases ask 
for the ednstruction of deeds; willa, 


contracts or other written instruments, 


statutes or governmental orders, 

The pratice enables parties to bring - 
questions before the courts for de 
termination at an early period ig the 
controversy, when few complications 
have raisen, and when the adjudication 
of a simple issue of construction may 
save parties from doing acts and com- 
mitting themselves to courses of com 
duct which may afterwards be very 
difficult to deal with. At this stage me 
damages have yet been suffered, neo 
steps have been taken which will have 
to be retraced, and no rights of thifd 
parties have intervened. Taken in 
time, the controversy may be kept 
within very narow limits, and the de- 
cision will almost amount to an ami- 
cable adjustment under the advice 
of the court. | 

The service rendered by the courts 
under the declaratory judgment prac- 
tice is quite analogous ‘to that 
dered by modern hospitals which dia 
nose and treat diseases in their incip- 
ient stages and thereby prevent the 
development of dangerous con- 
ditions, 


Practice Speeds Up Court Work. 
So useful and effective has this prac- 


tice become in England several 
judges of the high court 
engaged simultaneously in making 
declarations of rights, and the size 
the dockets Which they dispose of 
eloquent testimony of the speed with 
which the work can be doné. 

The theory of the declaratory judg- 
ment is strictly in accord with our 
modern conceptions of the funetion 
of a civilized state. In early times the 
basis of jurisdiction was the constant 
assertion of physical power over the 
parties to the action, civilization 
advances the mere existence of such 
power tends to make its exercise Jess. 
and less essential. 

If our civilization is not a sham, 
and the state is understood to be equal 
to the task of enforcing the decrees 
of its courts, a mere declaration may 
serve every purpose of an order, and 
the order will become unnecessary. 
A declaration by the court that A is 
entitled te the immediate possession 
of a chattel in B's possession, should 
be equally effective in A’s behalf ag 
a judgment that A do have and re 
cover of B the possession of the chat- 
tel. A judicial declaration that a cer 
tain city ordinance is invalid ought 
to serve equally as well as an injune 
tion against its enforcement. Further- 
more, the remedial poasibilities in such 
declaratory judgments are much great 
er than in judgments for relief, and 
they open up an entirely new field for 
judicial usefylncss.

The questionnaire also requires tn- 
formation as to whether the accident 
involved pedestrians, an automobile, a 
railroad train, a street car, horse- 
drawn vehicle or other vehicles, or col- 
liding with a fixed object. It asks for 
the number of persons killed or in- 
jured, and whether or not they were 
passengers or pedestrians. 


The cause of the accident’ is gone 
into fully by the questionnaire with 
questions as to what the driver was 
doing; the condition of the driver, 


whether he had a physical defect or 


waa intoxicated: the condition of the 


vehicle, including brakes, steering 
mechanism, headlights, no chains on @ 
slippery road, etc.; what the pedes 
trian, if one was involved, was doing: 
the condition of the pedestrian, wheth- 
er intoxicated, having a physical de 
fect, confused by traffic, or whether 
his view was obstructed; the condition 
of the roadway andthe condition of 
the weather; condition of light and the 
situation at the railroad crossing if one 
was involved, showing whether gates 
were down, crossing was guarded or 
unguarded, and whether or not the 
proper signals were. given. 

It also includes questions relative to 
the names and addresses of witnesses 
and of persons arrested, if any.

IN LAST FEW YEARS 


(Chicago Tribune Press Service.] 
Washington, D. C., July 31.—{Spe- 
cial.]—Competitors of coal have made 
rapid strides in their invasion of the 
fuel fleld the last few years, accord- 
ing to elaborate comparisons made 
public today by the bureau of mines. 


It is indicated by data that while 
coal production in 1925 was far below 
the war time maximum, production of 
oll, natural gas and water power has 
enormously increased. 

In making comparisons, F. G. Tryon 
of the bureau reduced the various 
fuels to heat units. Mr. Tryon ascer- 
tained that whereas coal in 1913 fur- 
nished 87,1 per cent of the total en- 
ergy of fuels its production has de 
clined to 71.5 per cent in 1925 Oil and

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FARMS ARE NOT 
TROUBLED WITH 


PESTS AND 


BY FRANK RIDGWAY. 

Aberdeen, 8. D., July 31.—[Special.] 
Wherever the traveler goes in the 
grain states nowadays be finds evi- 
dence of the effective work of the sci- 
entists in their war against pests. 

A few yeare ago it was common to 
hear distressing stories of the way 
pests wiped out entire crops, but this 
season there is little complaint. On a 
crop survey through Illinois, Iowa, Ne- 
braska, and South Dakota, during the 
last three weeks, I have heard few com- 


plaints from farmers and ranchers 
about pest damages. 

There is a slim crop of .weeds and 
insect pests in’ the corn. Throughout 
these four states the corn is Unusually 
clean. lowa corn growers ve been 
given a scare by the stalk corn borer. 


Farmers on Watch. 


The threatened invasion of the Eu- 
ropean corn borer put the farmers on 
the alert. In their search for the new 
foreign pest, which caused such heavy 
losses last year in Ontario, Canada, 
and the northeastern part of . the 
United States, growers in Iowa found 
an unusual number of corn stalk bor- 
ers, an entirely different pest. ' 

Tables are covered in the entomology 
laboratories at the Iowa State college 
with samples of the pest, sent in by 
growers. 

There is little talk of the Hessian fly, 
and in the states covered wheat rust 
has caused no serious damage. Here 
in South Dakota, where flax wilt causes 
a lot of trouble, they avoid it by plant 
ing wilt resistant varieties or grow 
the crop only once on newly broken 
prairie grass sod. 

Hessian Flies Scarce. 


_ Dry weather is the worst enemy of 
flax this year. The crop is expected 
to be short. The acreage is decreased 
in both Dakotas. Fields are turning 


yellow in the central part of the state. ’ 


Good crops are reported in some of 
the southerfi counties west of the Mis- 
souri river. Some fields are expected 


to turn. out high yields. Here in the | 


Aberdeen territory there is danger of 
flax being caught if frosts come as 
early as usual. 

Hessian flies are so scarce that ento- 
mologists in Iowa are now \ mang it 
difficult to locate enough of|\them for 
field observation work. Planting on 
the fly free dates throughout the grain 
states has, been an effective control 
measure, which is now as much a part 
of raising wheat as the planting of 
the seed. 


Experts say that heavy freezes last 


fall and winter reduced the crop of 
plant lice that attack vegetables and 
fruit. They are particularly scarce in 
orchards this year.

the gravel. At the beginning of éach 
season the top layer of gravel is re- 
moved and new, clean gravel is put 
in its place. This is particularly im- 
portant where soil blows upon the 
gravel covered pens, favoring contam- 
ination. 

In the breeding flock Mr. Mussehl 
advises using four toms with thirty- 
five hens. Turkey eggs may be hatched 
with turkey hens, chicken hens, or 
with incubators. Artificial incubation, 
according to this authority, has sey- 
eral advantages and is likely to be- 
come more popular. If avoids con- 
tact between the poults and the older 
turkeys, which lessens the danger of 
bJackhead and other diseases, and it 
keeps the turkey hen free to lay eggs. 
With turkey eggs worth from 20 cents 
to $1 a piece, it is important to™keep 
the hen laying, It is possible for one 
‘turkey hen to lay nearly 100 eggs/|: 
during a season. The late eggs can 
be Katched in incubators, producing 
turkeys for the January and Febru- 
ary market. | 

Lower Temperature Better. 

It takes turkey eggs 28 days to 
hatch and they have about the same 
incubation requirements as the hen’s 
eggs. Because the turkey eggs are 
larger, Mr. Mussehl recemmends kKeep- 
ing the temperature of the incubator 
about a half degree lower than is 
recommended for the machine when 
hen eggs are being incubated. . 

Under the present methods of rais- 
ing turkeys, the grower should be 
satisfied if half the eggs hatch. On. 
that point Mr. Mussehl says one of 
the problems which apparently must 
be solved in lowering ' turkey raising 
costs is that of obtaining higher fer- 
tility and hatching power. 

Mr. Mussehl does not advise brood- 
ing more than 100 poults in each unit, 
but this number can be cared for in 
a 8x10 or 10x12 foot ponmtable brooder. 
Within about six and a half months 
last season he produced fifty’five tur- 
keys that weigh 9% pounds each. 
He calculates that it takes about four 

unds of grain to produce one pound 
of turkey. - 

With proper sanitation there is no 
reason why farmers in the heart of 
the corn belt cannot successfully raise

Creamery Man 
Writes Lesson in 
Loss for Dairies 


INCOLN, Neb. — [Specia..] — Ole 
Hanson, manager of a farmer 
owned coiperative creamery at 
Orleans, Neb., in the Republic- 
an river valley, was impressed by the 
big loss his company had suffered be- 
cause farmers had brought to the plant 
sO much low grade cream to be mad- 
into butter. So Hanson decided he 
would sit down and write out an ob- 
ject lesson to the members of his or- 
ganization and show them where $25,- 
000 had slipped through their fingers 
in a year’s time, all because the dairy- 
men were careless in the handling of 
their cream. 

Hanson took his object lésson notes, 
written in longhand, stuck them up on 
the wall of the creamery, photo- 
graphed them, and sent a picture of 
the exhibit to H. J. McLaughlin, sec- 
retary of the state department of agri- 
culture, here at Lincoln. 

From the photograph Hanson's notes 


| are reproduced here in substance to 


show other dairymen where they may 
look for the leak holes. in their own 
buckets and stop them to increase 
their yearly profits.. The little object 
lesson was put up where the dairy- 
men could read it when they delivered 
the cream to the cotiperative plant. 

“Your creamery,” says Hanson's 
notes, § manufactured 2,000,000. pounds 
of butter last year. Four hundred 
thousand pounds of this butter was an 
undergrade, due to poor quatity of 
cream. Three hundred thousand 
pounds of our No, 2 butter sold at a 
discount of 5 cents a pound; net loss, 
$15,000. Oné hveadred t 
pounds of No. 3 butter sold at a dis- 
count of 10 cents a pound; net loss, 
$10,000. That is a total net loss, due 
to producing poor cream, of $25,000. 

“If the cream had all been of as 

a quality as our No. 1 we would 
e had $25,000 more net profit.” — 

"Then three points in -his object les- 
son follow: “ No. 1 butter, or 75 per 
cent of our business, fs made from 
}ecream delivered to our station twice 
a week or oftener. It is free from ob- 
jectionable flavors and. odors, This is 
the only kind of buttér we ever put 
into ovir ‘Gold Mine brand.’

Realizing that 
purely speculative co-operative ven- 
tures\ would ultimately reflect unfa- 
vorably upon the real estate body, 
these real estate boards have been an 
active agency for the great improve- 
ment—and consequently the great 
spread—of co-operative properties. 
They have, for instance, adopted cer- 
tain plans of ownership and recom- 
mend them as the soundest, most sat- 
isfactory plans to be employed. 


Two Type of Co-ops. 


Co-operative enterprises fall into 
two groups. These two groups are 
known as the ‘“Semi-Co-operative” 
building and the “100% Co-operative” 
building. In the case of ‘the semi-co- 
operative venture oaly a part of the 
apartments are occupied by owners. 
The rest of them ere rented by the 
corporation and, of course, the finan- 
} cial er ownership plan anticipates a 
fixed and continuous income from the 
rented apartments. In contrast to 
the semi-cooperative building, in the 
100% Co-operative building all apart- 
ments are owned and occupied by 
owners. The cost of each apartment 
is determined by the number of rooms 
and their location in the building. 
Usually the owner’s lease runs to him- 


self, his heirs or assigns, forever. 


Each owner agrees to pay, in month- 
ly installments, his share ‘of the total 
cost of maintaining and operating the 
building. A certain part of each 
monthly payment is set aside for the 
amortization of the first mortgage on 
the property. For the paid-in capital 
stock seldom equals the total value. of 
the property. The corporation’s equity 
usually runs between 40 and 60 per 
cent of the total value of the property. 
This provision fer the amortization of 
the mortgage is one of the assurances 
the owners have that their inyestment 
is not going to depreciate. - 

Now, the subject of co-operative 
buildings \carrying mortgages brings 
us closer to our answer.

Next, the co-operative apartment 
enables you to hand-pick your neigh- 
bors. You choose your company, 
knowing that nobody whose social 
code of living differs materially from 
yours will cayse you annoyance or em- 
barrassment. The prospective buyer 
can decide for himself er he 
wants to live in close proxim to the 
sort of families who have already 
bought in. And after looking up your 
business and social references they 
can in turn decide whether you are 
the sort of person they would like as 
a neighbor. Moreover, co-operative de- 
velopments cannot only control the 
character of your immediate neighbors 
but they can be a powerful agency 
for controlling the caste of the entire 


ample of this in Rogers Park. 

In addition to these things are many 
potential benefits which can be real- 
ized co-operatively. The purchase of 
a highly desirable site, with interests 
pooled for the common good, can be 
accomplished economically. Better 
architecture, landscaping, better ma:s- 
rials and bettér construction and oft- 
entimes features, comforts and con- 
veniences which only the extremely 
wealthy usually enjoy, can be obtained 
by the whole of the corporatioa and 
offered to the individual owners at a 
most nominal cost. There are some 
splendid examples in Chicago. 


Comparison of Costs. 
|! Now, let us return to the question 
of the cost of living under such a 
plan. lLet'us consider the case of a 
man who has been compelled to pay 
$100 a month or $1,200 per year to have 
a roof over his head.

Medical Authorities 


Urge Salt Water 
As a Substitute 


for Cathartics. 


EW YORK.—[Special Corre- 
spondence.]—The fact that you 
cannot have healthy hair, a 
good complexion, clear eyes, pep, 
physical and mental, a pure breath, 
and a dozen other of the necessary 
qualifications of personal attractive- 
ness without a dean digestive tract is 
fairly. well lished, now, in the 
layman's mind. It is also well recog- 
nized that constipation is one of the 
banes of civilization. How prevalent 
the trouble may be gained from inves- 
tigations made a short time ago whicn 
disclosed that the average expenditure 
of the people of the United States for 
cathartic drugs was over fifty mil- 
lion dollars a year. 

In part, the condition is due to the 
prolonged consumption of a diet which 
is faulty and, again, it is brought about 
by sedentary habita of life. People liv- 
ing under civilized conditions do not 
need to exert themselves to secure a 
living as do people living under primi- 
tive conditions, 

How is one fo escape the thick- 
headedness, the lassitude, the sluggish 
and out-of-sorts feeling and the cdunt- 
leas other ills ascribed to constipation? 

It is generally recognized the ca- 
-thartic habit is an enslaving one. A 
great deal of etudy has been given 
to the problem of inducing satisfac- 
tory evacuation of the bowels. In 
recent years several methods of con- 
trolling constipation, which do not 
involve the use of purgatives, have 
been introduced. Of these Drs. E. 
V. McCollum and Nina Simmonds of 
Jobns Hopkins University, Baltimore, 
M4... speak in. their book,’ Feed, Nu- 
trition, and Health.” 


Contcolling Constipation. 


Agaragar is an indigestible car- 
bohydrate from seaweed, the authors 
say. It has the power to absorb con- 
siderable amounts of water, forming 
a buiky jelly in the alimentary tract 
‘which distends 


the intestiggp sag 


stimulates them to peristaltic move- 
ments, Unfortunately agar-agar does 
not absorb water readily unless it Is 
heated in water, when it becomes so 
bulky that it is not possible for one 
to eat an amount sufficient.to accom- 
plish the desired resulpre does not 
“jell” so well when eaten’ dry, in 
which form it has but small bulk. 


Mineral ofl is a second method, bran 
a third. Bran is bulky, and when 
eaten in considerable quantity dis- 
tends the intestine and because of its 
rough character tends mechanically to 
irritate the bowel. Many persons 
whose digestive apparatus is in a fair- 
ly healthy condition but fails to evac- 
uate its contents promptly are greatly 
benefited by taking bran, 


Yeast is a fourth method of pro- 
moting intestinal hygiene. It hag been 
widely adopted during the last few 
years, Yeast cells produce fermenta- 
tien and have a laxative action. Many 
persons have found relief from con- 
stipation by the adoption of the prac- 
tice of eating daily a large amount of 


yeast. 

Bowel movements, our authorities 
further report, have been promoted 
in many people by drinking liberally 
of cold water early in the morning. 
This seems to be,effective far many 
fairly healthy individuals whose in- 
testines are nearly normal anatomi- 


cally, buteare sluggish. 
Saline Solution Is Best. 


But the practice meeting the strong. 
est approval of these two professors 
of the Johns Hopkins school of hy- 
giene and public health is that of the 
isotonic salt solution, of which they 
say: “A practice which is much more 
effective, and which has been known 
and followed for many years, is that 
of drinking, on first rising in the morn. 
ing. a liberal amount of water con- 
taining the proper amount of salt. 
This is not quickly absorbed and ex- 


cret by the kidneys since it coa- 
teins same amount of salt as does 
the*blood. Under these conditions the 


salt water merely runs through the 
stomach and the intestine and washer 
them out. 

‘Im the morning the stomach and 
upper intestine are empty except for 
saliva and a small residue of secre 


fens. One is, at the time, about at once. oe | 


"engaged by an American motion pic- 


twelve hours away from the last meal 
of the preceding day. - Everything 
which is of value has been secure 
from the food taken during this time. 
Anything further which is absorbed 
does more harm than good. | 


“If one takes the following solution 
on arising it will’ pags through the 
stomach and intestine and wash then 
out. The solution to which we refer 
ig a quart of water which feels neither 
warm nor cold [body temperature], 
containing two level teaspoonfuls of 
common table salt. This solutiog has 
about the same concentration of gait 
in it as is contained in the blood. The 
water containing this amount of salt 
should taste slightly salty, but not bit- 
ter. One should take this salt water 
an hour or more before breakfast. It 
has been found by several years of ex- 
perience, that if one drinks.as much 
of this as possible with comfort [some 
individuals take only two cups, some 
three cups,. and others the entire 
quart] and then lies down for about 
half an hour, the solution passes 
through the stomach and intestine 
more quickly than if one stays on his 
feet after taking it. This differs, how- 
ever, with individuals. One can soon 
tell, after two or three mornings, 
which way it works most effectively.” 


Intestine Is Washed Out. 

One should not eat breakfast until 
the salt water has passed out of the 
stomach, we are advised. If it is taken 
at the proper temperature it will passe 
out in from a half to three quarters of 
un hour, although it may pass out 
sooner. In a healthy person there is 
practically no absorption of the sali 
water by the system. By following 
this practice the intestine is washed 
out thoroughly at the beginning of 
each day. Many hundreds of persons 
have done this daily for years with the 
most gratifying results, the physicians | 
report. 

Salt water as a substitute for cathar- 
tics is an old remedy, described in old 
medical literature. With a healthy 
person no harm can ane oy be done 
by taking it every day for an indefinite 
period, the Johns Hopking authorities 
repeat. 

There are a few persens whose intes 
tines have been dagnaged by long estab- 
lished bad habits and poor nutrition 
for whom the isotonic solution is in- 
advisable. When one cannot take the 
solution and have it pass through the 
intestine in about an hour or an hour 
and a half there is usually something 
wrong with the digestive tract and 
these persons are advised to consult a 
physician, since to suffer from constipa- 
tion is detrimental to health.

“Difficult Children Are 
Merely Mirrors of 
Unhappy Homes,” Says 


Psychologist. 


HAT is the atmosphere of your 
home? And how do your chil- 
dren react to that atmosphere? 

Those quarrels which relieve 
your own feelings so much—what do 
they do to your ehiidren? Or, do you 
ever give a thought to the influence 
of jars and disputes in an unhappy 
home? Where there is friction be- 
tween children and parents, do you 
parents consider the possibility that 
it is difficult points in your characters 
that are responsible? 

In bringing up parents now, the 
first question you are urged to put. 
to yourself is> “ Have I produced the 
right atmosphere? If not, why have 
I failed? ” 

The “difficult chila”~met with in 
the nursery and out in the .world is 
being held up as Exhibit A of what 
the wrong home atmosphere will pro- 
duce. The refusal of parents to ac- 
cept responsibility for their share in 
the matter relieves them not at all of 
blame, in the mind“of the psycholo- 
gist. And the psychologist’s work is 
complicated by the refusal of some 
parents to‘ accept any share in the 
blame. 

“«That the child ts extremely diffi- 
cult to handle, obstinate and wilful,’ 
they will proclaim with increasing 
warmth,”’ writes Dr. Alice Hutchison, 
English psychologist, put the-merest 
hint that such qualities are shared by 
one or the other parent, or are the 
outcome of friction bétween the par- 
entay is repudiated with scorn.” 

Setting a Good Example. 

For the production of better and 
happier future citizens, fathers and 
mothers are urged to view th own 
faults with the utmost coura and 
sincerity and to correct their failings 
in so far as it is humanly’ possible. 
Displays of anger or irritability by

Camp Onions.

But it is best not to try 
to cook onions in camp unless yeu 
know how to do it well at home, but 
cooked in a potato or fish chowder 
they may help enormously.

Camp Fried Potatoes and So Forth. 

Put two tablespoons of fat, prefera- 
bly that from just tried out salt pork, 
into a large frying pan. Have the fat 
ber that the cold potatoes will cool it 
for a minute or two. To this add ‘a 
~pint of peeled and evenly sliced raw 
potatoes and sprinkle a little salt over 
them if the salt pork fat was not 
used. Do not have enough fire finally 
under the potatoes to brown them be 
fore ten or fifteen minutes. To burn 
them is to spoil them. Then turn, 
when they have browned, on one side, 
cover them closely, and cook them 
until they are light brown next the 
pan. This light brown shows that the 
fire is just right. The cover during 
the second half of the cooking keeps 


them from drying too mruch. 
When skillfully cooked these rival

with the fingers. They will not be 
greasy if the pores of the slices are 
quickly sealed with the hot fat. —- 

Potatoes are a great resource in 
camp, if you know how to make them 
so. And there are other dishes like 
potato pancakes which are distinctly 
masculine. Boiled potatoes and fried 
bacon are to the king’s taste often, 
and to have some left over to heat up 
in the bacon fat is good management. 
To vary the bacon cooking sometimes 
cut it in bits and stir every minute 
while it is cooking and serve fat and 
all like a gravy with the potatoes, 
over lettuce—wilted lettuce—after add- 
ing a bit of vinegar, and perhaps a 
trifle of sugar; as well.

ACCESSORIES THAT ADD 
CHARM. 


ECORATIVE accessories, more 
than almost anything else, 
change a room from an uninter- 
esting show room, into a delight- 

fully homelike and fascinating interior. 
Individuality is markedly expressed in 


- the selection and placing of small ar- 


ticles about the room. Furniture is 
@ssential, of course, but it is the ac- 
éessories which give an artistic finish 
to the room. Never before have the 
shops been filled with more lovely 
things than they are today. Mirrors 
and fire screens, to give a nicety to the 
fireplace, wall brackets and end tables 
to heighten the charm of upholstered 
groups, lovely console sets, all sorts 
of lamps and shades, everything to 
make a room interesting is now to be 
found. 

' In the entrance hall, where so little 
furniture is placed, incidental pieces 
mre especially important. Upon them 
rests the whole responsibility of im- 
parting that essential “first impres 
sion”’ which should be indicative of 
the refinement and good taste of the 
house. 


« Pleasingly arranged is an apartment 


‘entrance in which the hall is of the 


narrow type. Directly opposite the 
front door is a double doorway into 
the living room. This is fitted with a 
gorgeously graceful pair of wrought 
fren gates.

The door into the kitchen, 
in the carrier of the living room, is hid- 
den from view by means of a delightful 
scenic screen, done in modernistic 
fashion. Before the screen, which is 
quite high, is a barrel arm chair, up-

It is accompanied by a low coffee 
table of carved walnut, with malachite 
marble top. This makes a charming 
setting (conveniently placed with refer- 
ence to the kitchen), from which a 
hostess may serve afternoon tea, or 
after dinner coffee to her guests. 


In keeping with the rest of this de- 
lightful room is a truly beautiful sec- 
retary desk placed against the wall 
between two windows.

SN’T it odd that the penguins, those 
queer sentinels of the Antarctic, 
should hoard pebbles as a miser. 
does his gold, and should seem to 

have approached the establishment of 
a legal tender in stone money! 
The penguins sit at the edge of the 
pack ice through most of thesyear and 
forage in the open water beyond it. 
When the short Antarctic summer 
comes, however, they go treking to the 
south in search of land as’ a founda- 
tion for their nests. : 
These nests are started by the fe 
males. They select some windswept 
spot where the snow has been blown 
away and the ground is exposed. Each 
picks out a home sit She sits upon 
it and the warmth of her body thaws 
the still frozen frame for her nest. 


About this time the mal enguin 
arrives. His first thought e win- 
ning of a mate. He approaches a fe- 
male who has established a base, bear- 
ing gifts. He carries a pebble in his 
mouth. 

These pebbles are highly prized in 
penguin land, These queer birds know 
that a little later on the ground will 
thaw and the snow hereabouts will 
melt. The colony will then be a sloppy 
place. Unless proper precaution is

taken every residence will have water 
in the basement. Wet eggs will not 
hatch. 

The female penguin must have peb- 
bles for her nest. Such pebbles will 
support the eggs above the dampness. 
They will keep the floor of the nest 
properly dry. 2 

But pebbles are scarce here in the 
Antarctic. There are thousands of 
nests all about, acres solidly covered 
with them. The owner ‘of each nest is 
equally anxious to get pebbles for her 
paving. The demand is intense. 

The female, holding her claim, pays 
no attention to the male at his first 
approach. He brings pebbles and lays 
them before her. She still pretends 
indifference. By. the time he has 
brought the sixth pebbie, however, 
she is likely to relent. The two put 
their heads together and squawk loud- 
ly. Thus do they publish their bans. 

Then they work busily lining the 
nest with precious pebbles. Whenever 
possible they pile up two or three 
inches of them. The male resorts to 
many devices to get pebbles. He is 
given to stealing them. from any 
drowsing neighbor who becomes less 
than vigilant. The success of the 
penguin home depends upon pebbles. 
They constitute penguin wealth.

POUCH BAGS. 


HE shops show a bewildering ar- 
ray of hand bags, many of them 
made of leather in every concelv- 
able color, and then, again, there 

are about as many made of satin, vel- 

vet, moire, taffeta, and silk poplin. 

Tapestry is smart, particularly for 

pouches, and it is possible to purchase 

lovely frames to attach them to. Of

The Basile of Ideas

By H. L. Mencken. 
NE of the curses of the United States is the fact that a 
great deal of its public opinion, and perhaps most, is 
formulated by men who are not free to express their 
honest views, even assuming them to be intelligent. 
I allude to public jobholders, from the President down, and 
to newspaper editorial writers, college professors, and so on. 
Such men, as every one knows, spend a lot of time discussing 
economic theories, often indignantly. But of what value is 


the opirtion, say upon socialism or the federal reserve system, ; 


of an economist whose job depends upon the good will of a 
board of trustees made up of bankers and manufacturers? 
And of what value is that of an editorial writer whose boss 
is a speculator on the stock exchange? 2 


Here, obviously, the freedom of the expert is quite as im- 
portant as his honesty, or even his competence. If he is not 
free, then he is scarcely worth hearing, however ingeniously 
he may argue his case. I long ago made a private rule about 
such fellows, and have followed it, I think, to profit. When 
I hear anyone arguing violently for this or that, I always 
inquire into his private circumstances. If I find that he is 
perfectly free, should he be so inclined,.to express an exactly 
contrary view, then I am glad to-listen to him. But if I find 
that the expression of a contrary view would lose him his 
job, or bring down some other swift and harsh punishment 
upon him, then I am always too busy to give ear to him. 


This rule works very well, and saves me much vain listen- 
ing. The opinions of Gov. Peay of Tennessee on the evolu- 
tionary hypothesis are barred out by it, for Peay -would have 
to go back to work if he changed them. The opinions of 
congressmen about prohibition go in one of my ears and 
out the other, for the drys among them would lose their jobs 
if they turned wet, and the wets would be retired if they 
turned dry. Such men are like lawyers; they argue beauti- 
fully, perhaps, but what they say is not worth hearing. 


My rule has the curious effect of making me listen with 
special attention to the ranting and moaning of a class of 
men whose ideas are very far from my own, to wit, the class 
of liberals, radicals, and other such dreamers. I am against 
them congenitally, as I am against wowsers, and the more I 
hear from them the more I am against them. Nevertheless, 
I always give heed to them politely, for they are at least 


free men—it at least costs them something to cherish their: 


brummagem notions. They would suffer no punishment if 
they changed; on the contrary, they would gain something 
valuable. 

All this is not, mere theory: I point to the cases of many 
American Socialists, now docile ex-Socialists. Down to 1917 
or thereabout these gentlemen bawled for the Marxian mil- 


lennium with great passion, and were denounced, for it vio- | 


lently by all good men. When the United States got into 
the war, and the jails began to yawn, they got converted 
over night, and began to belabor Marxism just as ion- 
ately. The flop was very profitable to them. Their old.books 
had to be peddled laboriously among the comrades, few of 
whom had any money; their new books became best sellers, 
and got into all the libraries. More, they were appointed to 
gaudy boards and commissions, and invited to dinner by 
Judge Elbert H. Gary. The newspapers, having reviled them 
for years, suddenly took to greasing and tickling them. 

Nevertheless, their new books did not convince me, though 
I was in favor of the doctrines they set forth. I preferred 
their old books, which were idiotic and preposterous, perhaps 
—but at least honest. Those old books cost them something; 
their new books got them something. If they switched batk 
to the Marxian rumble-bumble today it would ruin them; 
hence I am not interested in hearing their reasons for staying 
where they are. But in the old days they were perfectly free, 
without damage, to throw Marx overboard, and so I was inter- 
ested in their reasons for whooping him up. 

Their successors of today—that is, their successors in 


hetesy—take on all the attractiveness that used to attach to | 


them. Theré is something about, say, a Scott Nearing that 
you will look for in vain in the ordinary economist. The 
man, I believe, is mainly wrong, and part of his wrongness 
is downright foolish. When he talks of getting rid of the 
capitalistic system he is almost as foolish as if he talked of 
getting rid of the human liver. But if I am thus forced to 
reject his ideas, I can at Jeast admire the man—and an 
admirable man is far rarer than a sound idea, and far more 


valuable. 

Nearing started out in life with everything in his favor. 
He came of good stock, he had @ charming personality, he 
had been educated to & razor edge, and he had a good job 
in a‘cich university. If he had stuck to the orthodox eco- 
nomi he would have been a full professor by now, with 
four hours’ work a week, a vacation of three months every 
year, and fine pickings in the way of consultation fees. He 
would be sitting on gaudy committees with ample expense 
accounts, and writing sound books for the instruction of 
sophomores and the consolation of investment securities 
magnates. He would be fat, respectable, and happy. 

Instead he is roving the back lands, lecturing futilely to 
small and penuriows audiences of advanced thinkers, most 
of them obviously dotty. The newspapers, when they men- 
tion him at all, speak of him as if he were a sort of criminal. 
His books aré barred from the colleges, lest they inflame the 
students and force the professors to answer questions. The 
chautauquas have him on their blacklist, along with Senator- 
elect Vare and Earl Carroll. He is depicted universally as 
an enemy to idealism. Yet it must be plain that it is pre- 
cisely idealism that moves him. Let him give three cheers 
for the United States Steel corporation tomorrow, and he 


will be back at the University of Pennsylvania before night- | 


fall, with a life job and a mail full of invitations to dinner. 
Let him admit categorically that Dr. Coolidge is a greater 
man than the late Lenin, and his crimes will be forgiven 
instanter, and money will flow into his coffers. But he 


refrains, and it is at great cost. 
* 


I confess that such resolution seems to me to be very 
attractive. The question is not whether it is lavished on a 
sound cause, but whether it is genuinely honest and unselfish. 
The question is whether there is only: policy in them, or 
actual courage. Such courage, when it is encountered, almost 
always carries intelligence with it. The man who stands 
against the majority has to have sharp wits to survive at all: 
the business is not for dunderheads. Dunderheads are always 
very orthodox. Every one of them believes in precisely what 
all the rest of them believe. 

What all this leads to, of course, is the doctrine that causes 
cease to be plausible and charming when they prevail. It 
may seem like a paradox, but it is really almost a platitude. 
In the old days of the czar the revolutionists of Russia were 
admired by everybody, including even American bank presi- 
dents. They were not only heroic fellows; they were also 


‘very persuasive. Nobody seriously questioned their politics. 


When they issued a philippic against the czar the whole 
world applauded; when they knocked off a grand duke only a 
few specialists in law and order were shocked. 


But once these revolutionpists disposed of the czar and got. 


into office themselves their whole philosophy began to wobble, 
and now it is accepted gravely only by a few fanatics. What 
ails it is that there is no longer any heroism in it. An army 
is behind it, with a mob behind the army, and so it is official, 
which is to say, safe, which is to say, unconvincing. A bol- 
shevik, in the old days, had everything to gain by renounc- 
ing his nonsense; hence it took on a certain dignity, even 
when it was most palpably idiotic. Today he has everything 
to gain by sticking to it, and so no one wants to hear it 
any more. 7 j 

We have had an example nearer home. Ten years ago the 
cause of temperance was making very fast progress in the 
United States. Drinking was diminishing everywhere; even 
congressmen, horse doctors, and newspaper reporters were 
growing sober. Hard liquor was on the slide; light wines 
and beer were triumphant, with even softer things coming in. 
It took some courage to renounce the cup, but on all sides 
it was being done. Then the silly prohibitionigts forced the 
Eighteenth amendment into the constitution, and set out to 
execute it with clubs. Now the country is boozy again—and

GEORGE WHITE HOGS. | 
|__ SPOTLIGHT OF REVUE | 


By Burns Mantle. 


EW YORK.—[Special Correspondence.}]—It appears. to 
be a George White summer on Broadway. I find the 
town talking wildly about the young manager's suc- 


cess with his new “ Scandals.” It has held uP amaz-' 


ingly through such heat as there has been, and is beating all 
the other Broadway revues by thousands of dollars in weekly 
receipts. 

The situation is interesting “to . 
those who have followed the ca- 
reers of Broadway’s showmen 
There has been for several seasons 
now a keen rivalry among those 
who have sought to unseat Fiorenz 
Ziegfeld as the master of revue 
in America. For twefity years the 
Ziegfeld Follies"’ maintained an 
undisputed supremacy. Then along 
came young Mr. White with youth 
and confidence, and comparatively 
little money. His first ventures 
were in the nature of rather weak 
imitations of the Ziegfeld enter- 
tainments. Some times they made 
money, frequently they drifted per- | 
ilously close to the rocks. 

Curiously, the experiences of the

terprise was threatened by the extravagances of its creator. 
One yeaf he came home from Europe with little more than 
enough to pay his boat fare. He had lost a fortune, it was 
said, at Monte Carlo. That was the year Klaw and Erlanger 
took over fifty per cent of the “ Follies,” financed the annual 
attraction, and saved the production. They have been shar- 
ing partners ever since. This year the old “ Follies ’’ corpora- 
tion was dissolved: 


The first money young Mr. White made with the “ Scan- 
dals,” *Broadway’ reported, he sought to double on the race 
tracks. His winnings were huge, and so were his losses. He, 
too, weathered defeat with borrowed capital. But his sworn 
vow to beat Ziegfeld one day never lagged.

A Lift from Marilyn. 

Sensing the danger of growing competition in the revue 
field, Mr. Ziegfeld began to interest himself in the produc- 
tion of musical comedies. He made Marilyn Miller a star of 
raagnitude, and the young dancer rewarded him by making 
him another fortune. He made a first class comedy star of 
Eddie Cantor, and again was successful. He did the same 
with Leon Errol. But all the time he clung to the belief that 
his ‘Follies’ woyld continue at the head of the annual revue 
list. A year or so ago he began to weaken so far as the 
“ Follies ” were concerned.. He made the announcement then 
that he was through investing a quarter million dollars a 
8 n in a revue that cost him practically $30,000 a week 
to run., The percentage of profit had diminished until there 
was not any. 

No one believed Ziegfeld then. The “ Follies” were still 
supreme. But on came the oWhers. Especially Mr. White and 
his “ Scandals.” On\the road the “ Scandals;” the Shubert 
“artists and Models,” and other annual revues, and the 
“Greenwich Village. Follies” became ‘almost as well known 
and almost as popular as the “ Follies.” 


The Ziegfeld revue this year, built up from “The Palm 
Beach Girl,” which Ziegfeld produced in Florida last spring, 
gradually assumed the\character of a last stand. To build 
it into an entertainment worthy of those that had gone before, 
the produter again spent money lavishly. Realizing after a 
week in Atlantic City that he had the fight of his life on his 
hands, he began hiring specialists wherever he could get them. 
But most of those with drawing power on Broadway were 
under contract. 3 

Among these were Moran and Mack, the blackface come- 
dians. They had signed a contract with Earl Carroll for the 
new “ Vanities,” now in preparation for an August opening. 
Carroll, being generous, agreed to release them for six weeks, 


sand they were put into the Ziegfeld show. So far as the 


comedy was concerned, they did much to save the second 


half of the revue. But now they must go back to the “ Van- 


ities.”

Back to Clothes. ‘ 


Partly in desperation, partly beanucs he really has come 
to believe in clean shows, Ziegfeld stripped his comedy scenes 
of curbstone vulgarities and pleced a ban against nudity. 
When “The Palm Beach Girl,” then called “No Foolin’” 
and since then renamed the “ Ziegfeld Revue,” was produced 
at the Globe, it was the cleanest and scenically the most beau- 
tiful of the local shows. 


The resulting publicity wag widespread and for a time a 
box office help. But apparently the taste of the people has 
not yet changed sufficiently to be depended upon. The Broad- 
way crowd still demands its peck of dirt. The naked ladies 
are still a lure. The tourists, who make up a large part of 
the summer trade, still want to see the shocking things they 
can talk about back home. 


And so, as I say, I find Mr. Ziegfeld on my return to town 
backed against a wall of urban scenery, surrounded by 
chastely clothed ladies, making what may prove his last fight 
for the show that was the “ Follies,” and a reputation as the 
greatest producer in his field that was not only national, but 
international. 


He is not whipped. As a showman he still is supreme in 
his own field. His musical comedy ventures still top all] the 
others. There is more “class” discernible now in the Zieg- 
feld entertainment than in all the rest of them combined. 
But there are too many signs that Broadway and the taste 
of Broadway, such as it is\have beaten him this fear for it 
to be easily denied. 

There is irony in that situation. That the man who brought 
the modern révue to its highest and, broadly, to’ its point of 
greatest achievement should be beaten finally by the very 


thing he created carries an element of Frankenstein justice 


that may be poetic, but is also a little to be regretted. 


Ziegfeld is only 60 and still full of fight. But the dangerous 
George White is still in ‘his thirties, and he knows the newer 
Broadway, I , better than his one time master.

PRAISE PROOF 


Bat Don’t Blame Him for, 
Everything Wrong. 


In a title in a current motion pic- 
ture one of the characters curses any 
other with the wish that all his chil- 
dren shall be radio announcers. Al- 
ready the members of the youngest 
profession are being classed occasion- 
ally with baseball umpires, city admin- 
istrators, and others on whom oppro- 
brium is heaped, justly or unjustly. 

If Old Faithful isn’t pulling sta- 
tions in from the four corners of the 
earth in response to a Jimmie Valen- 
tine on the dials, don’t blame the an- 
nouncer. If the soprano gets off to 


a flat start and pierces the welkin full 
of holes, don’t score another against 
the announcer. If the wire hum is 
so loud that your favorite violinist 
sounds lfke the night shift at the old 
saw mill working on knotty pine, don’t 
write a letter to the radio editor and 
Suggest a round-robin denunciation of 
the announcer. 
Must Be Praise Proof. 

successful announcer must be 
proof against censure and praise, for 
to the best of the announcers come 
tributes that may easily convert them 
to the belief that the transrffitter is 
simply the medium by which they, 
the announcers, charm the human race 
and lift its burden of suffering. When 
one is blazing paths in a new profes- 
Sion, there is no standard by which 
values may be calibrated. It is quite 
natural for one to assume that the 
ability to address anywhere from 200 
to 2,000,000 people exalts one to first 
rank among the seven wonders. One 
of the traits that makes an announcer 
good is the ability to absorb flattery 
and denunciation and remain serene 
and unruffled.’ 

Stations are distinguished by the 
quality of their transmission, their 
signal strength, the quality of their 
programs and the sound personality of 
their announcers. A good program 
may be marred by poor announcing 
and in poor announcing may be in- 
cluded not only tngrammatical phras- | 
ing and mispronunciation, but gratui- 
tious and wordy explanations and light 
comedy by-play that may be under- 
stood and appreciated in the studio but 
is sad and flat to the rest of the 


world. 
The Announcer’s Duties. 
The average listener holds that it is 
the duty of the announcer to convey 
by word the personality of his station, 
to let the listener know the call let-: 
ters of the station, the name of the 
performer and the title of his selec- 
tion. After he has done that he is no 
longer necessary in the picture. The 
most successful announcers are those 
who avoid steteotyped phrasing and 
who, in vocal tone, convey friendliness, 
good will and a desire to please. 
That is the side of the announcer 
that the listener gets but the announc- 
er also has his duty to the performer 
and very often it is a difficult duty. 
Many performers, even though experi- 
enced in public performance, quail be- 
fore the microphone. The announcer 
must say and do the right thing to 
put the nervous performer at ease. 
Then there is the temperamental musi- 
cian, not always in the class described

Inside the Loud Speaker 


| By Quin A. Ryan, W-G-N Announcer 


AN EASTERN STATION is now| 
teaching the Charleston ovgr the air.

You don’t have to 
teach them the measles. 


A NEW BOTHER comes over the 
horizon now, with all the talk round- 
about concerning the jumping of wave 
lengths. Many well-meaning listeners 
who, because of their location, hear 
what is only a normal case of inter- 
ference—the overlapping of one legit- 
imate station on another—may assume 
that they have come upon a heinous 
wave length kidnaping, and write let 
ters hither and yon in protest. Lis- 
teners can detect wave jumping only 
by their past experience with interfer- 
ence.

Melancholy broods upon the paintings. 
Behind them there is a message, prob- 
ably. But what? That is the puzzle. 
What does Mr. Schwartz want us to 
read in these sturdy figures ard mask- 
like faces? Something to do with la- 
bor, and dreams, and possibly paradise 
—all this of course—but we must not 
read too quickly; the significance of 
such pictures must unroll itself to a 
slow cadence. 

Speaking as an individual, the mys- 
ticism of paintings, these and others 
like them, does not seem worth much. 
They are odd and probably portray the 
trend of a certain school of art today, 
a school that has many adherents and 
more exponents. Look at the Russians 
—a great deal of their work is exe- 
cuted along similar lines. Anisfeld 
had a great deal more of beauty and 
delicacy in his canvases; Roerich had 
more that was practical; but there is 
a quality alike running underneath 
the compositions. And _ still—what 
message does it carry? 

Go from this gallery into the one 
where hang the paintings from the 
Cyrus McCormick collection or the 
Francis Neilsen collection. You will
